The life of S. ADRIAN Conſeſſor and 
Abbot of the boly order 0 
S. BENEDICT. 


Aincr Abl borne in Africa, for his great vertue 
and learniog was choſen Abbot of the fix Mona- 
ſterie of Niridan in Campania not farre from Naples. He 


was a great diuine, and very skillfull bothfin the Greet and 
Ltine tongue: and to theſe ſciences was added as an ornament of 
all, a true zeale of the ſeruice of allmightie God, and monaſticall 
diſcipline, with a perfect knowledge of Eccleſiaſtical gouernment. 
All which shined foe cleerly in him, as they gaue ſufficient teſtimo- 
nie with how ſincere a defire of vertue he had firſt forſaken the 
world, and putt on the habitt of religion. | 
II. Ir happened during the time of this holy Abbot that the 
Metropolitan Sea of Cantarbary, by the death of Dems-dedit , or 
Gods-gniſt ſixth Bishop thereof, was vacant and deſtitute of a Pi- 
lote : when the people and Clergie of Benediffin Monks mooued 
TP Egbert then King of Kent, and Oſwin king of the Northambers to ſend 
E.. Cnr one Wigbert avertuous and holy Prieſt to Rome, to be conſecrated 
to Rome Bishop of Canterbury. But Vigbart coming to Rome in the hott 
for an time of plague, died before he had receaued his intended dignitie 
[Archbi- Wherevppon Vit aliauas then Pope ſent for S. AbxiAx out of his 
Ae. Monaſterie of Niridsn, and deſired him to accept the charge and 
ſdignitie of the Archie piſcopall Sea of Canturbary. Bur he refuſed 
this offer, humbly anſwearing that vnv orthy hy was to vndertake, 
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and more vnable co performe anie ſuch weightix office in'Guds 5 ,, .. 
Church. And therefore defired fotnie daies of ElibFrarion to ſearch r fuſech 

out an other, whoſe worth did more worthilie correſpond with ſoe the Arch- 

hight a degree and calling. Inthis while he found our a holy Ben- bishoprik 
din Monk of his acquaintance'called Theodore, that liued in'Rgmwe, © 

and him he preſented vnto the Pope as one firt for that dignitie, he 

being a man excellent in the two chiefeſt ornaments of che mind, 

learning, and vertue. This man the Pope accepted and conſecrated 

Archbishop of Canterbary ; on condition that Apgtan, who had

* , he was choſen by the Benediffine of Contarbary to ſuccerd S. 
Tagopox in that ſea (which had bin vac#t the ſpace of two yeares) | 
in the yeare 692, and conſeerated Archbishop' thereof the yeare 
following. He was the eight Archbishop of Camarbam, and gouer - 
ned his Chutch with all true yertues belonging to a good Bishop 
the ſpace of thirtie ſeauen yeares , fix moneths and fourtgen daies. 
In his time a Councell was held at Londow, w the point of 

worshiping holy mages was handled and confirmed. Ar length 
this holy wan ſoaden with manie yeares of venezable ould age, and 
full of vetrues & holines , * his bleſſed ſoule to the begin- 
ning of that life which oeuer ends ; the ninth day of ua in the 
yeare 731, Villian CMalmedbarya very graue authouratirmeth, out

Euangelicall hiſtory, he adorned the north ſide; and with others of 
tbe vihons of the Apocalypſe, he made the ſouth part correſpon- 
dent vnto it: To the end that all that came into the Church, euen 
the vnlearned, which way ſocuer they caſt their eyes, might behold) 
and contemplate (though in an image) eyther the louing counte- 
nance of CHRIS, or his Saints z or with a more watchfull mind 
conſider the wonderfull grace ofhis incarnation; or hauing before

And as the bodie cannot live without the head by which it 
breathes, nor the head without the bodie by which it liues: Soe et 
noe man anie way attempt to diſturbe or diſquiet theſe two mona- 
ſteries of the chief Apoſtles, that togeather are xn tt in a fraternall 
ſocietie, of peace. V hence it comes, that afterwards both theſe mo- 
vaſteries were commonly called by one name, Weremonth Abbey. 
V. Aso vr this time, the bleſſe i Saint having much encreaſed 
the number of Monks in both theſe places, and — them accor- 
ding to the rule of his great Maſter S. BauaDier, he made one Re- 
ferwin a Prieſt and Monk, Abbot of the monaſtery of S Prrxa, to Eoſter- 
the end that by the ſociable aſſiſtance of ſoc vertuous a Colleague, wia Ab- 
he might with more eaſe vndergoe the labour of gouernement, bot. 
which he was ſcarſe able to performe alone, by reaſon of his much 
trauelling vp and dow ne for the good of his monaſterie, and his fre- 
quent iourneys beyond ſeas, vncertaine when to returne. Eoffermin 
therefore vndertooke the -care of the monaſterie the ninth yeare 
after the foundation; and remained in the ſame while he liued, and 
he lived but fower yeares after. He was a man by byrth noble, but 
he did not make vſe of the worth of his nobilitie (as manic doe) to 


it the firſt ſtepp to ennoble, and enrich his mind with vertũe. For 
beingcozen german vnto S. Benner , they were both ſoe truely 
all ie in a vertuous nobilitie oſ minds, both alike ſuch ſincere con- 
temners of all worldly reſpects and honours , that neyther the one 
coming into the monaſtery did expect to be preferred eyther by 
reaſon of his honourable nobilitie, or kinred, or the other iudge 
it a thing fitt to be oſtered him vppon thoſe reſpeQs: But —2 
man full of good and holy intentions, only reioyced that he did 

ſerue regular diſcipline in all things, in an equall meaſure with the

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reſt of his brethren. But S. Benner, ſoone after he had ordayned 
Eofterwin Abbot of S. Pxrans, and Ceolfrid of S. PavLs, made his nf 
iourney out of England to Rome , and happi'y returned home, enri- 
ched as before, with very memorable guifts of cecleſiaſticall wealth, 
as bookes, reliques of Saincts, and pictures, contayning the hiſto- 
ries of the ould , and new teſtament compared togeather, and ſuch 
like. And amongſt other things, he brought twocloakes all of filk, 
of an incomparable worke ; — he purchaſed of King Ali- 
frid, and his Councell (for Egfrid was ſlaine in his abſence ) the land 
of three families, on the ſouth ſide of the riuer Were. But the ioyes 
he brought from abroade, where mingled with ſadnes at home; for 
he found Eoflterwin , whom at his departure he had left Abbot 
of S. PaTERs Monaſterie, and not a few of his monaſticall 
flock, to haue e 
by the peſtilent farie of a ſicknes, which raged all ouer the 
countrey , Yet to this there was comfort at hand, that by the 
election of the brethren, and his fellow-Abbot Ceolfrid, he | 
one Sigfrid a deacon of the ſame monaſterie, a very reuerend ,| 
and mecke man, ſubſtituted in Fofferwins place. This Sigfrid was 
a man very ſuthciently inſtructed in the kndwledge of holy 
ſcriptures , adorned with moſt godly manners, endowed with al 
wonderfull vertue of abſtinence, and for the better conſeruing of 
the vertues of his mind, he was kept vnder with noe ſmall infir- 
mitie of bodie; and to maintaine the innocencie of his heart, he

In theſe and ſuck like ſpeeches 
did he ſpend a great part of his weake ſickly dayes q whillt to miti- 
gate the weariſom teadiouſnes of the long nighe, which che heauy 

urden of his diſeaſe did render reſtleſſe from fleepe, ho would 
ſome times call one of his brethren to reade vnto him eyther the 
example of holy labs vnmatcheable patience, or ſome other part off 
the ſcripture, hereby he might receaue ſome comfort in his grief, 
and be able more liuely to life vpp him ſelf from the loweſt degree 
of worldly torment, to the — 2 of the higheſt reward of 
his ſuffering.

VIII. Ber whenthis worthy payre of Abbots, Banner and 
Sigfrid hauing bin long wearied with theſe teadious infirmities, did 
both plainly perceaue that they drew ncerc the entrance ot the 
dreadfull gates of death, and ſaw them ſelues to be both vnſitt for 
thegouernment of the. monaſterie; for loc farre theirinficmirics 
had wrought in them the perfection of the vertue of Cmisr that 
when as na day both piouſly deſiring to ſee, and ſalute one 
and other betore they departed out of the world, Sigfrid was car 
ried vppon a becre ( ike a true picture ofdeath ) to the chamber 
here S. Baux lay vppon his poore couch, and being both by

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IX. TI S. Bam entring into conſultation with $ 
and the reſt of hir brethren , ſcar for Ceolfrid that was Abbot of S. 
PayLss monaſtery, a man not only neere vnto him in the bands of 
kinred , but allſoe ( which is the chiefeſt ) in the ſweere ſocietie of 
vertues, and him by the common conſent, and fauour of all, he 
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monaſteries; iudging it the only beſt courſe, the better to conſerue 
the peace, vnitie, and concord of both places, to them 

petually vnder the regiment of one only ſuperiour. And for this 
purpoſe he wis hed them to call to mind that Euangelicall ſentence: 
Excry kingdom dinided within it ſelf , chall become deſalate... But two 
moneths after this, che venerable , and beloued man of God Sigfrid 


was by a wellcome death brought into the ſweet refreshing of an 
everlaſting reſt: And at length afterfower moneths more, the ex- 
cellent worker of yertues, and great conquerour of vices S.Banwar, 
conquered. with the weakenes of his earthly body, came to his 
laſt; It was when the frozen 7 came on with his winter blaſts, 
to begett a ſacred day of eternall, and cleere light of felicitie. His 
| watchfull brethren mett togeather in the Church, with prayers, and 
plalmes to driue away nights horrid shadows, and to comfort the 
grief of their deare fathers departure; with the continuall ſingi 

ot the diuine prayſes. Some would not bouge out of the danke 
and from the fide in which the ſtrong fickman lay; expecting 
by the paſſage of death, to take the ſweet entrance of life. With de- 
bre they expected that as his example, taught them howTtotiue 
vell. by the ſame they might likewiſe learne how. to die. For the 
further e his grief, the Ghoſpell was read all night (as 
it was wont) by a Prieſt that attended on him. The bower of his 
departure drawing neere the Sacrament of Cunisvs facaed bodie 
vas giuen him for his viaticum; and ſoe that bleſſed ſoule, hauing 
bin a long time parched, and examined in the flames of an happic 
tribulation , forſaketh rhe earthly furnace of the flesh, and being 
1 ibertie, tooke a long deſired flight to the neuer · dieing glory of 
celeſtiall happines. This ure. Confeſſor died in the yeare of 


our Lord 690, the twelfth day of Luan, when be had rr, 
lis monaſtery fixteene yeares, eight by him ſelf, and other eight 


laced at the helme to be the only pilot, and gouernor of both his 


hauing paſſed through the ſier and water of temporall tribulation, 
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| yoake of our Lord, remayning allwaies in the innocencie of his 


frid. He was buried in the Church of S. Pxrex, which be built, thut 
ſoc he might not. be ſeparated from him in death, whom he euer lo- 
ued in his life: and by whoſeayde the gates of heauen were opened;

A certaine night perceauing him to be beloued , and ho- 
noured of the King more the n anie other, rayſed a hatefull and ma- 
lignant perſecution agaioſt him, and grew fo fierce in his malice, 
that he was not aftayd ſometimes openly to vomitt part of his ve 
nom againſt him with iniurious words befose the King him'(clf 
Towhom the holy man with. a mild and vn moued-countenance:! 
You ſpeake verie well ( * he) and honeſtly, n tongue 1 race 
was neuer acquainted with vatruths; and therefore I take you to be; humilicie | 
my veric good friend. The knight finding him to bea firme rock; & patifce, 
whom all the outrageous ſtormes of his malice and hatred could 
not moue, nor.ſtirre from tlie. ground of vertue , ſuffred a willing 
ouerthrow in his wicked endeauours, and shewing the effects of a 
repentant mind, demaunded pardon for his great temeritie, promi- 
ſing from thence forth euer to oblige himſelf vnto him in an vn-

him ſelf wholly ro contemplation of heauenly things, and che con · 
tinuall Aur; of true religious;and monaſticall vertues , he at- 
tained to ſuch perfection, that like the moone amonglt the | 
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leſſer ſtarres, he shined amongſt the reſt of his brethren in all man« 
ner of vertuous life and behauiour. And shortly after he was ſoe 
good a proſicient him elt, that he ws thought able to read a leſſon 
ot vertue vato others, and therefore the education of the nouices; 

But whileſthe exe- 
cuted that office, there was an vneonſt int Clerk that entred into 
the order, whoſe vocation after a ſmall triall beganne co waurr, 
like a reed in the wind.

Maſter with4eares of ioy entertayned him, giuing humble thankes 
io allmightie God tar his goodness.

IM. 8. A _ os was ſecond to none in thoſe daics in all man- 
ner of learning both diuine and humane, and his knowledge bei 
enaobled with the rich ornaments of vertue, and — — 
his brethren by common conſent to elect him for their Abbot of 
Ricaall : In which dignitie, as if all his former life had bin but a 
thadow, or figure of true religion, he beganne as it were to reforme 
and wind him ſelf vp into a tarre higher degree of auſteritie and 
deuotion: and when as now he might aſſume more libertie, he eon- 
trarie to cuſlom did quite abridge him telf of all ſueh things as 
might giue his bod ie content: in his diet foe ſparing , that his ex- 
treme abſtinence made him ſeeme to beare the shape rat her of x 
ſpiritt, then of a man. He encreaſed the number of his Monks to 
one hundred and fiftie, and fiue hundred brethren, For the fpace 
of tenne yeares before his death, being eruelly vexed withthe ſtone. 
collick, and the gowt, he made vſe thereof for the better triall of 
his humilitie, and patience, in which vertues he was excellent i not 
ccaling neuertheleſſe to write ſpirituall bookes, and homelies 
vppon the Ghoſpell, to preach often vnto his brethren, allwaics 
conformirg his owne life to w hatſoeuer proceeded eyther from his 
penne, or tongue. In his writings ; ſayings, doeings, and all his 

manner of life he was a moſt diligent imiratour of the great father 
ſot his Order S. BANNARD Allwaics mecke, humble, patient; and 
one that both in him ſelf, and with others, and amongſt all men was 
. that it farre exceeds the force of this penne to ex- 
preſſe, or anie heart to thinke,, howentierely and ſincerely , he did 
embrace, puichaſe, and nourish true peace, and coneorde. 
| IV. As o he ſate before the ſier being ſoe cruelly tormen- 
ted with the collick, that through the sharp conuulſions of his 
griefe he was forced to ſitt double with his head bent downe be- 
tw eene his knees, there comes into the roome one of the brethren 
chat long before hated him for his goodnes, and now ſpieing this 
opporthai ie to be adunatagtous for his re e, ſtole him

of his ſoule. He read ſuch bookes as would moue his heart to 
melt into teares of ſorrow and compunction, and inſtruct him ĩ 
the way of good life and manners and amongſt manie others he 
vſed verie much to reade S. AvGysrmsconfellions. He was oftcn| - 
wont to ſitt ina hollow place made in the floore of his Oratorie, 
piouſly ruminating with him ſelfthat from earth he came, and into 
earth abe Should returne, Ina word, liuing on earth, his conuerſa- 
tion was in heauen, for oſten times he enioyed the on of the

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He having firſt 2 his benediction to the whole companie, ſayd: 
| Al thoſe whoſoeuer enuie the ſaluation of men, and are aduerſi- 
ries vnto the word of God, I commaund them by the vertue and 
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feare. But the Sainct exhorting them to take courage, and com 
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to their ſenſes, healed leproſies, palſies, and all other diſeaſes. 
Some times by the only touching ot his garments, or taking ſome

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þlindnes of idolatrie, and hereſie: he conuerted « Albavie, and foun- 
ded there manie Churches, and monaſteries. He ſent ſome of his 
diſciples to the Scottish Iles called Orkney, to Norway, and Iſland, to 
bring vato thoſe nations the ioyfull ridings of Cuxisrs Ghoſpell. 
Vhereſoeuer he him ſelf eyther traue lled, or preached , he gaue 
ſight to the blind, hearing to the deafe, ſpeach to the dumbe,cured 
the lame, caſt out deuills trom poſſeſſed perſons, reſtored madmen 


lizle pariicles of his meare, or drinke, manie lick perſons recouered 
their deſired health. The Queene that had bin a long time ſterile, 
through his prayers A bra 2 ſonne of allmightie God, who 
afterwards lueceeding his father in the kingdom, excelled all his 
dep com in wealth and pietie. 

II. S. Coĩvus hearing the fame of S. KenTIGcerne, came from 
his monaſterie inthe Iſland Hj witha great companie of his monks 
to viſitt him, and enter into a league of frienship and familiaritie 
with him. And coming neere vnto the place where the holy Bi- 
shop was, he diuided his whole companie into three troupes. The 
Bishop lik iſe that came to meet him, did in the ſame manner di- 
uide his followers into three ſquadrons, in the firſt he placed the 
iuniors or yonger ſort, in the ſecond thoſe of a middle age, and in 
the third old aged men, venerable in their gray hayres. And as 
theſe two ſacred armies of lasvs Cuatsr marched towards each 
other, they ſong ſpirituall hymnes and cantieles on both ſides: and

fierie light in manner of a golden crow ne, to deſcend from heauen 
vppon the Bishops head. But the two holy leaders of theſe troupes 
coming neere togeather, ſaluted each other with mutual embra- 
cings, and dolle kiſſes of loue, and friends hip; in teſtimonie there- 
of they cha inged their paſtorall ſtaues, and the ſtaffe which S. Co.

The holie man 
being moued with pittie, fetching his breath as well as he was, 
able: The ſacred will of God (ſayd he) be fullfilled in vs all, and 
according as he knowes beſt, and as he pleaſeth, let his diuine pro- 
uidence diſpoſe of vs all. Herevppon being admonished by an 
Angel, that his prayer was heard, Fe was likewi'e willed to enter 
into a warme bath, in which lifting vpp his hands and eyes towards 
heauen, he reſolued as it were into a ſweet , and yeelded vpp 
his bleſſe d ſoule into the hands of his Redeemer. It pleaſed t 


beauenly wiſedom to giue his ſeruant this pleaſant kind of death, 
whoſe life was a continual! martirdome. His diſciples hauing ta- 
ken his body out of the bath, manie of them entring therein, 
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had the fauour to follow their holic leader into the heauenly dwel- 
lings. He died the thirteenth day of Ianzary, about the yeare of 
our Lord 596. and in the hundred eightie fift yeare of his age, 
when he had bin Bishop an hundred and three ſcore yeares, fa- 
mous for ſainctetie and miracles. He was buried in the Church of 
Glsſehs , at whoſe tombe all manner of diſeaſes were miraculouſly

be by his wiſedom nor only reviewed, and read, but allſo approued 
and if need were, . The often reading of theſe bookes (he 
being of him ſelf much addicted vnto the knowledge of antiquities, 
and eſpecially of England) was a ſpurre vnto him allreadie incli- 
ned therevnts, to vndertake this monaſticall life: In which when 
he had liued the ſpace of allmoſt twentie yeares , in the continuall 
exerciſe of pietie and deuotion, he gaue vp his holy ſoule, to re- 
ceaue for a temporall kingdom an eternall, amongſt other bleſſed 
Kings, whom the ſame pious conſiderations had cauſed to leaue 
their ſcepters & purples, to be ranged vnder the humble enſeigne of 
S. Banater. The day of his death is vnknowne, but how full of 
merits and good workes he died, his buriall which was necre vnto 
the great Benediſtin monk S. Cyrnstxr, and the manie miracles 
which it pleaſed God to shew at his tombe, doe giue ſufficient te- 
| ſt monie. Afterwards his bodie togeather with S. CvT4BERTs was 
taken vp and placed in a rich shrine in a more eminent place. Thur

he was ſoc ſparing, that it was a wonder to the world how he could 
keepe aliue in ſoc great abſtinence ; when he notwitliſtanding all 
this ſeueritie. was wont often times to complaine of eating ouer- 
much. One pious cuſtom he euer obſerued, which was to haue 
a certaine veſſel, or platter ſett on the table intime of dinner, which 
he called Ixsvs Disu, into which, not only the reliques, but ſome 
nf toon of all the meate, were to be — for the 
ere e neuer vſed anie ſiluer, or gould plate on his table, 

ut had it decked only with wodden, or earthen diſhes, and ſpoones 
of horne; and often times fitting thereat, he would ſeaſon his meate 


wich his owne teares, which he ſhed for his ſinnes, and thinking 


of the vanitie of the world and worldlings . He allwaies wore 4 
hayre ſhirt next vnto his skinne , which very carefully he concea- 
led from others knowledge. Winter, and ſummer he vſed the ſame 
cloathes, nether more nor fewer, which ſeldom or neuer he put of, 
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but 
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but tooke a ſmall allowance of ſlerpe not in anie bed but firing 
lin a chayre, that he might be the readier at his awake to fall to 
| his prayer , and meditations . Hauing gouerned his troupe a long ep mewn 
time, him ſelf remayning in his . 2 apparell, and not obliged habit. 
by anie vow vnto that profeſſion of a monaſticall life, which he 
preſcribed vnto others; leſt 3 his ſucceſſours might | 
take example thereby, he wholely ſubmitted him ſelf vnder the 
obedience of one Roger of Scempringham a Canon of the Church 
of Mios, and receaued the religious habitt, and diſcipline, 
which he had taught, and eſtabliſhed; being now become of a maſter | 
a ſcholler, 8 the ſayd Roger (who afterwards ſuc- 
ceeded him) as his Tutor and teacher, during the whole remnant 
of his life. | 
V. Bur this holie man (God ſoe ordayning it) eſcaped not to elfe 
be aſſaulted with the rude ſtormes of worldly troubles, and aduer- falſely. 
ities, and that from his owne domeſticks, who according to their 
dutic ought with all reuerence to haue honoured him more then 
ante others, For amongſt the layetie which we ſpake of, ſome there 
were, who wearie of their ſtrict manner of life, malitiouſly plotted 
miſchief againſt the holie man, falſely accuſing him of manie fayned 
crimes, not only vnto Twomas of Cantarbarie afterwards 2 
martir ; but euen vnto Pope ALEXANDER him ſelf, in ſoe 
much that they greatly diſquieted , and moleſted his peaceable 
courſe of life. The Pope committed the examination of this mat-| 
ter, vnto Henrie Biſhop of Wincheſter , and William of Norwich, who _ 
(in the abſence of Wincheſter by reaſon of ficknes) made an exact dne i 
inquirie, into the cauſe, and inquiring found out the truth, and made 
made knowne the Innocencie ofS. Gi LER vnto the Pope, 1 
whoſe behalfe allſoe manie other Biſhops , and Priors writ letters 
to Rome , bur none ſoe exactly as the king him ſelf, who tooke it 
verie heinouſly that thoſe Lay-brothers, who (as he ſayd) before 
(their profeſſion were meereruſticks, and clownes allotted on! to, 
the plough, ſhould ſoc perfidiquſly ſwerue from that courſe of life} - 
[profeſſed by ſoc manie learned, and wiſe men, and that they ſhould 
vaiuſtly complaine of it, as exceeding the due limits of ſtrictnes, and 
ſeueritie „and with ſuch impertinent boldnes moue heauen; 
earth for a mitigation thereof. Herevppon the Pope ſeat à decree 
259 OY 3 1 u luch 
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Emgenins, and Adrian, and alſo commaunded, that the whole order & 
diſcipline which c11BerT had preſcribed, should remayne in the 
fame force, and power for euer: ſignifieing moreouer in his peculiar 
letters vnto the King, and Bishops, and to GILBERT him ſelf, that 
it was his will, that thoſe obſtinate fellowes should be by ſtrong 
hand compelled to performe the dutie of their profeſſion, and 
calling. 
VI. Ie was moleſted wich an other, though a ſmaller blaſt of ad- 
uerſitie, when in the bitter perſecution of that worthie bucklar of the 
Church S. Tuouas of Canturbury, he was brought in with ſome other 
of his fellowes , as hauing , contrarie to the kings comaund, ſent 
ouer moneyes vnto the Biſhop in baniſhment. At London therefore 
he is cited to appeare, with the reſt of the Priors, and Procurators pt] 
all his monaſteries, to anſwere there this hill of complaint. But the 
iudges, out of the great reuerence they bore vnto him, offere , that 
It only by oath he would diſaffirme the fault layd to his charge, pre- 
ſently he should be diſmiſſed the court. Which moſt coſtantly he refu- 
ſed to doe, ſoe that now he could expect nothing but him ſelf to be 
baniſhed, and all his monaſteries to be ſacked , and deſtroyed. V hen 
by the kings letters out of Normandie, the Iudges were comaunded to 
deterre the examination of his cauſe, vntill his returne home. Where- 
uppon the holy man was diſmiſſed; who now ſett free, and at libertie 
and taking his leaue, openly proteſted to the iudges, that he was moſt 
innocent of the fault layd againſt him. All were much aſtoniſnèd that 
now he confeſſed of his owne accord , that -whichbefore he had re- 
fuſed to doe being in ſoc great danger, when with the ſafetie both of 
the truth, and his owne ſhamfaſtnes he might well haue performed 
it. But his mind conducted by a higher counſell, thought it could 
not chooſe but be a blemiſh, and imputation to his owne, and 
the Churches dignitie and an act of bad exãple, yf at the barre in ſoe 
ſolemne a conteſtation he should haue openly profeſſed that he had 
{ent noe ſuccour, as indeed he had nor, vnto his Biſhop, to whom he 
ſuppoſed him ſelf obliged to haue ſent, 
VII. THE piors holie man lived in this ſainctitie of life aboue one 
hundred yeares,in which time he foũded thirteene monaſterics fower? 
of men, ſtored with ſcauen hundred religious perſons; & nine of woe. 
men 
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| ſufficiently teſtifie, it pl i 
it more famous, and manifeſt vnto the world, by wondertull nuracles 
u hich he wrought by his meanes, both whilſt he enioyed this mortal 
liſc & after his death, or rather departure vnto the ioyes of immortall 
happiness. For when yet he drew breath amongſt men in this world, 
he had theſe inferiour creatures at commaund: fier, winds, and diſcales 
after a wonderfull maner yeelded him obedience. Nether did he want n. manic 
the guift of propheſic, foreſecing by a diuine power manie aduentures tt: 
Which ſhould happen, and eſpeciallly, when he foretould the end of 
thoſe horribles broiles falling in the ryme of King Stephen. 

VII. AND allthovgh indeed theſe deedes and miracles be famous 
in number and greatnes,yer thoſe which happened after his death doe n gigs. 
tarte excell them in both, for during his life time, he ſought by all fe. mira- 
meancs, to ſuppreſſe and hide his worthie deeds and vertues vnder the cal 
vayle of humilitieʒ but at his ſepulcher the whole world was ſtrucken hu tomb. 
(with admiration, to bchould the blind, deafe, dumbe, and mad perſons| 
reſtored to their ſenſes, to ſoe dropſies, palſies, feauers and marue other 
deiperate diſcaſes beyond the skill of phiſic k cured in a momẽt & the 
verie deuills, to flie out of the bodies of perſõs poſſeſſed, exclayming 2 
gainſt the great power of S.G11BerTs ſanctitie. And leſt the vanitie of | 
anſt fiction or invention might anic way _—_ the truth of theſe 

famous accidents, and leſt ſomuhat might be a little hyperbolically

Nas deſcending from the royall ſtemme of Saxon kings ſucceeded} 

Cedwall in the kingdom of the Weftfaxons, about rhe yeare of 
our lord ſix hundred eightie nine. He was a Prince accompliſbe with 
moſt heroicque vertues of mind, in whom was an equall conten- 
tion berweene a rare Knowledge of militarie, & 
and a ſincere deuotion to Chriſtian religion, that being excellent in 
both it was hard to iudge in whether be excelled. He was a liuely 
patrerne of fortitude , the true image of prudence, and a vertuous 


his kingdom in peace both at home, and abroade, he then bent his 
whole endeauours to the enacting of good, and holeſome lawes, to 
bridle the corrupt, and diſſolute manners of his ſubiects, and to pre- 
uent ſuch faultes and offences as are more incident vnto that age. 
Amongſt others of his lawes ſome were touching the prerogatiues, & 
llitick gouernment of the Church, where, a greuous puniſumẽt Bal. 
otted to ſuch, as doe not permitt an infant to enjoy the Sacrament of 
baptiſme within thirtie dayes; and yf by ſuch neglect he chaunced to 
dic v ithout baptiſme, the father of the child incurreth the forfeiture 
of all his goods. Allſoe a ſeruant that by the commaunde of his 
maſter ſhould worke on a ſunday, was freed from the bondage, or 


thirtic ſhillings. Bur yf a ſeruant ſhould attempt the ſame of his owne 
accord, he was to be puniſhed with ſtripes.

He was content with poore ſimple cloathin 
ned next to the skinne with a rude ſbirtof hayre-cloath. Till afters| | 
while, being growne from a freſhman to be an old beaten fouldier 
of Chrift,inſtced.of his hayre-cloath, he wore-next vato his skinne,an 
iron coate of maile, which his old lord, and maſter, vnderſtanding 
deſire thereof, had ſent vnto him, conſecratiag that warlick armour 
to the warrefarre of heauen. To theſe his dayly auſterities, he added 
others by night, farre exceeding them in rigour, for in the ſharpeſt 
cold of winter, he was wont. hauing firſt: putt of his iron coate, to 
entier naked into a veſſell of cold mater, where he would remayne 
reciting pſalmes & himnes in prayſe of allmightie God, vntill he had 
throughly mortified and quẽched thoſe diſhoneſt fiers;& importune 
motions of the fleſh , "which verie furiouſly and often aſſayling bis 
mind, ſought the ruine of his chaſtitie: but his breaſt was a firme rock 
of pure marble that vtterly denied entertaynment to anie ſuch vn- 
cleannes. And in all this rigour ſoe vnmercifully exerciſed vppon 
him felf, both in diſcourſe and behaviour, he was euer humble, and 
pleaſant vnto all others, and allthough he ſeldom or neuer ſpake 
to anie man, but vnſeene, and with his window ſhutt, yet his 
ſweere ſpeeches yeelded the ſound of a kind of heauenly harmonie 
to the.cares of his hearers. | 2

In ſumme, ſuch an ſoe famous where the miracles which God 
all waics wonderfull in his ſaincts, whrought there by the merits 
of this glorious Virgin, that whole. inundations of we flo- 
cked thither in ſuch troupes , as the open fields thereabouts 
were ſcarſe ſufficient to receaue them: where rich, and poore 
were in equall contention to obey the guide, and conduct of 
their pious fayth. Nether vas the labour of their pietie ſpent in 
vaine , for none returned without comfort, ſick perſons recea- 
uing a perfect recouerie of health, and a cure of manie ſuch 
mortall diſeaſes , which had giuen the foyle to phiſitians, and their 
skill had left in deſperation. Of which one, and not the leſt was, 
that a woeman dwelling in the a hard by called Patton, ha- 
uing, for the ſpace of ſiue yeares, been cruelly tormented with 
a verie deſperate diſeaſe incureable by phiſick, dranke only of 
the water, wherein the holy virgins. reliques had been waſted, 
and preſently ſhe ſhaked of her teadious ficknes , and uithall 
disburdened her ſtomack ofa filthie worme, vgly , and horrible 
to behould, hauing fix feete, two hornes on his head, and two 
on his tayle. The woeman being freed of this monſtruous gveſt, 
had the happines of her perfect health reſtored, and in teſti- 
monie, and memorie of the fact, that worme was ſhutt vp in 
a hollow pcece of wood, and reſerued afterwards in the Mo-

| poſtolicall autoritie, and deliuered them to thoſe petitioners for Ec- 
cleſiaſticall vſes. Who with due reucerence teceaued his benedi- 
ion, and departed merryly away. But hauing ſpent ſome daies in 
their journey, the chiefeſt amongſt the tould his fello wes, ſpeaking 
_ out of an ouer curious folly, that in vaine they had vndertaken the 
[labour of ſoe great a voyage, returning ignorant of what pretious 
ſtuffe they brought back to their Lord: therefore breaking vp the 
ſeales of the Apoſtolicall dignitie, they opened the boxes, and Gund 
in each of them, nothing but a poore parcell of linnen cloath. The- 
refore returning in a great furie to Rome, thy made their complaint; 
to the Archdeacon: for what cauſe ( ſayd they) deth our Apoſtoli- 


que Lord the u es, baſely eſteeme of our Lord and Maſter,who 
was in hope he had gayned ſo high a place in his fauour, that he 
would thus delude him, and purchaſe to vs diſhonour, and blame in 
his ſight? For indeed we thought our ſelues the bearers of ſome 
preſent worthiethe worth of our Maſter, as the bones of the holy A- 
poſtles or Martirs, from ſoe great a Prelate as this, eſpecially hauing 
taken ſoe long, and hard a iourney to find it, and yet we haue recea- 
ued noe other treaſure then ſome ſmall parcells of cloath, as yf ſuch 
kind of raggs were not to be found with vs. Surèly had not our 
owne caretull warines been our ayde, to make ys find out what we | 
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the great impeachement of our credditt, and fauour with him, But 


for aduenturing, in a matter of ſuch moment, to violate the Papall 
feales,exhorting them to returne, & with honour preſent what they 
had receaued to their Maſter.

And 
ſilence made, B. Gx co among others documents of fayth, ſayd 
to thoſe that before ſoe lightly eſteemed - of holy-reliques : Know 
Brethren, that in the ae eee, of the body, and bloud of our 
Lord las vs Cun izr, when for the Sainctifying of reliques in honour 
of his Apoſtles, or Martirs, to whom they were gr aſſigned, 
inthe oblation of that Sacrifice on the holy aultar, their bloud 
hed for the name of Ixsvs Cunisr, entred theſe cloathes. All that 
had ſeene being much edified , and ſtrengthened in their fayth, he 
ſealed vp the boxes againe with his owne ſignet, and delivered them 
2 incomparable rewards of his good wiſhes: who returning ioy- 
fully home, made a formall relation vnto their Maſter of what had 
happened, and gaue him the accompliſhment of his good deſire. For 
he receauing the pretious patronages of the Saincts with great reue- 
rence, and honour, ſet them vp in an eminent place, where euen to 
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the Archdeacõ gaue a modeſt check to their preſumptuous boldnes

world, more worthie, and niorable experiments, then in this our 
INlandof Great Brieaine, Our Englich Hiſtories relate manie wonders 
of this kind, ofthe bodies of S. EDBwaND king, and Confeſſor, and 
S. Epxoxd king, and marti: and S. Eryerbaed,S:Wexavrc,and 


S. Ezenecvs Archbiſhop of Cantwrbary all three glorious branches 


of the Benedifline order; But whether theſe haue remayned in that in- 
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[ſpace of three miles, was againe found in the botrom, without anie 
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tegritie to this our age, it is not certaine; But of S. C Vr x, it is a 
thing moſt know'ne, and certaine. And firſt, we haue ſhewed befo-

of his Sepulcher, as Venerable BIpE, a witnes without all exceptio, 
[doeth athrme, But afterwards, when the Danes furie cruclly waſted 
and {poyled all monaſteries, and Churches in England, Eadulph Bi-

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fower turbulent moneths were paſt, he reſolued to tranſport war 


! ar Durchs, wherein the Sacred bodie was catried, could by noe meanes nor for- 


ces nether of men nor beaſts be moued anie further, noe more then a 
mountaine. All much aſtoniſhed, and grieued at this ſtrange ſpecta- 
cle, the Biſhop perſwaded the poeple to giue them ſelues to watching 
and prayer to allmightie God, to make knowne his will, and plea- 
ſure in this, In the meane time, it was reuealed to one Eadmer a holy 
monk, that they ſhould tranſport the neuer enough named bodie, 
to Darrham : and thither it was carried without anie ditficultie or re- 
ſiſtance. At that time Darrham was a deſert, and horrid place, filled 
and incompaſſed roundabout with vaſt woods , and groues, all- 
though by nature fortificable enough. The Biſnop preſently built a 
Church in great haſt only of ſlender timber, wherein the Sacred bo- 
die was conſerued for the ſpace of three yeares. In the meane tim 
by the wonderfull great care, diligence, and labour of him, and of 
Vered Earle of N A and the poeple, that vaſt, and thick 
wildernes of woods was cutt downe, the place it ſelf made habitable, 
and a goodly Church all of ſtone erected, into which the vnſtayned 
bodie of the Sainct was tranſlated with great reuerence of all. And 
the Epiſcopall ſea, erected firſt at Lindisfarne', remay ned at Durrham 
togeather a ith that Sacred monumẽt euer after, which vas the three 
hundredth, and ninth yeare after his happie depoſition. Where mante 
famous miracles were wrought through his meritts, & interceſſion: 
of which allſoe the place whence firſt he came was nor depriued. 
Among others, a woeman, whoſe feete, and thighs were by a contra- 
tion of the news, writhen ,and tur ed backwards, in ſoe much 
| that as a miſerable ſpectacle ſhe crept from place to place on het 
bands, praying at this holy tombe, recouered the ſtre 


, and vſe 
of all her limmes. And goeing afterwards to Nome, and into Ircland, 
to pray, and give thanks for her health receaued, ſhe diuulged all 
ouer the world as ſhe wet the great benefitt ſhe had receaued by the 
meritts of S.CvyTunzxT, Which the authour hereof doth xffirme 
out of the mouth of diuers Prieſts that had ſeene, and ſpoken 
with her. The ſame man (Simeon of Darrhom)rehearſeth manic on- 
derfull miracles wrought by his holy meritts, after his bodie was: 
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the money out of his mouth, he was not able, no nor, to ſpeake a 
word. He ranne vpp and downe the Church nodding, ſtaring, and 
ſbe wing all other ſtrange motions of countenance, and bodie, ſee-- 
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brought to Durrhd. We will only make a brief rehearſall of ſome fe-. 
'XIX. Ox Oſulphe, a man of moſt wicked life, was ſett vppon by 
a ſnake which way ſoeuer he went, and albeit he reiected her very 
often, and ſometimes burſt her in peeces, notwithRanding (by  * 
what mcanes it was vnknowne) ſhe would hang about that wret- 
ched creatures neck, though without hurting him at all, Bur as 
often as he entred S. CVruagxrs Church, he was free, and coming 
forth he was preſently attached againe, Which being a cauſe of 
great aſtoniſhment to all, and of wonderfull calamitic to the poore 
man, he went toS.CvTHBERTS, where ſbrine hauing perſcuered three 
daies, anc as manie nights, earneſtly imploring the helpe of God, 
and the vain, he was euer after releaſed from that fearfull a- 
noyance. Which ſtorie this authour aſſeuereth from their words 
that had ſeene the man. About the ſame time, one that had ſtol- 
len ſome peeces of money from S. CyTuBrgrts ſhrine, and 
to conceale his theft putt them into his mouth on a ſuddaine 
his chops were miſerably tortured with ſuch an ſufferable pain, as | 
yf they had bin ſeared with hott irens. And endcauouring to ſpitt 


to this B. Sainct, and his Church, were payd home for their temeritie 


King to make knovne his torment, which he could not vtter. At 
length , hoping to gaine 6m remedie where he had found his ill, 
he ranne to the Sacred ſhrine, and falling proſtrate on his face, 
humbly craued the pardon, and aſſiſtance of S. CvTuBerrT, 
offring intereſt of his owne, to expiate the offence committed: where 
'as he embraced , and kiſſed that Sacred treaſurie, with the ve- 
tie kiſſe, the money fell out of bis mouth, and he was re- 


leaſed from his paine. Bur as men afflicted with diſeaſes, and 41 1 


miſcries, who humbly implored his ayde, receaued oftentimes 
preſent and wonderfull remedies z ſoe thoſe that - were iniurious 


with preſent, and grieuous puniſhments. And among others,Orbert, 
and Ela, both kings flaine by rhe Daner, may witnes; and Duke 
Haden a Dane, whom beſides madnes a moſt cruell ſicknes attached, 
which infected his whole bodie with ſuch an horrid ſtench, that the 
armie not able to endure his preſence thruſt him out of the camp, & | 
Rr 3 flying 
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deauoured to ſpoile the Church of S. CVT HSERA T, and to 
waſt her lands, and poſſeſſions, being admoniſhed by the Bi- 
ſhop to abſtaine from his temerarious attempt, left he ſhould in- 
curre the heauie reuenge of the Sainct: What (ſayd he) doſt 
thou think to terrifie me with the vanie buggs of thy ſpeeches, and 
with a death to be feared from a dead man?

Fower hundred and twentie three yeares after , a new proofe was, 
giuen vs of the ſame vncorrupted bodie. For when by the com-

len Witham Keeper of the ſacred ſhrine, And by this, it is

mani:eſt , that the ſacred bodie of this glorious Sainct had 
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maund of that vnhappie King Heurie the eight, the ſacred chaſes, 
and ſhrines of the Saincts were broken vp, and robbed throughout | 
| England, and their holy reliques caft by facrilegious hands into 
ignoble places, the wodden cheſt of this ſacred bodie, which 
way coucred with white marble, was likewiſe burſt open with 
thereſt. And when the bloudie executioner, ro whom this work 
of miſchiefe was committed, with a mightie blow brake vp the 
cheſt, he pearced to the holy bodie of the Bleſſed Sainct, and cutt a 


of a wound in the raw fleſh. Which being ſeene, and all the reſt of 
his bodie found entier ( excepting that the extremitie of his noſe, 
I know not by hat chance, was wanting) the matter was brought 
to Cmthbert Twnftall then biſhop of Durrham, whom they con- 
ſulted what was beſt to be done with that bodice : Who commaun- 
ded it ſhould be buried vnder ground, in the ſelf ſame place where 
his ſacred ſurine ſtood before. And not only his bodie, but 
the veſtiments he had on, were found to be whole, and entier, 
. free from anie the leſt ſpott or ſigne of corruption. But 
on his finger was found a gould ring ſett with a iaphir ſtone, 
(which 1 ( fayth Nicholas Harpqeid my authour ) ſometimes 
law, and handled, embracing, and kifling it with great affe 
Ction as a ſacred monument, more pretious then the greateſt 
trealure. At this laſt elcuation of his ſacred bodie, were pe]

ment, and yet now at the laſt, he permitted Ns ſacred reliques to be 
| ' mangled and abuſed, his Church to be ſpoiled, the lands t be alic- 
nated, and all other violence and crueltie, which the wicked hearts 
of men could allmoſt inuent, to be exerciſed againſt all his Eccle- 
ſiaſticall perſons & dignities without ſue wing anie outward ſignes of 
reuenge for his defence! Bur all theſe things are ſcourges for the ſin- 
nes of our wretched Countrey; and our Lord it ſeemes hateth ſinne 
in ſoe high a degree, that he will rather take away the honour due 
to his Saincts in this world, then let ſinne paſſe vnpuniſbed. O that 
S. Paule ſayd truly? his iadgements are incomprehenſible, and his wist, un- 
| ſearcheable? Let vs make our dayly prayers vnto his diuine maieſtic, 
| that through the merits of this B. Saint, he would be pleaſed at 
length, to ſhcath the ſword of his revenge, and ſhine vppon our mi- 
ſcrable Countrey withthe pleaſing lookes of his mercie, that the Ec-

Hauing built a little cottage, he vſed for his cloathing the raw, 
and rude skinnes of beaſts; his diet was a ſmall quantitie ef 
barley bread , and water, which he did not raft till after ſunn- 
ſett. But the common encinic of mankind, enuying ſoe great 
vertue, and goodnes, aſſaulted him with ſuch a vehement ſpi- 
ritt of temptation, that he brought him euen to the verie brink 
of falling into the bottomleſſe gulfe of deſpaire, for being much 
ouerthrawne in mind, and troubled more then can be expreſ- 
ſed, he begann to think of flying away and forſaking the de-

the Deycs broke into the Church, and hauing martired the Abbot 
before the high aultar, with the like crueltie they murdered all the 
reſt of the monks, ſome in the refectorie, ſome in the Chapter, ſome 
in the Cloiſter, ſoe that noe roome of that ſacred. Monaſtery remay- 
ned, that was not full of bloud and horrour. Only one yong Monk 
called Targar, whoſe beautifull forme of face and bodie (allbeit he 
deſired earneſtly to beare his ſeniors companie in that expedition of 
death) conquered the cruel! mind of one of thoſe blouddie Princes, 
was ſaued, and reſerued for the companie, and ſake of ayong Coun 
of the Danes called Sidrock, Then thoſe miniſters of crueltie breaking} _ 
vp the tombes of the ſaincts there buried, committed all their bo- 

dies, togeather with the Church and the whole Monaſterie to the 
mercateſf: power of the deuouring flames. But Count Sidrok pulling} 
yong T»rgers cowle ouer his head, gaue him a Devirh jacket, & mac 
him waiteat his heeles whereſocuer he went: till the holy youth fin- 
ding an opportunitĩe after v ars, fled from that Barbarous maiter, 
and returned againe to Crowiand, where he found his fellow monkes 
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and ſwesting to quench 
runes, 
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teſie compelled to lodge in their ruined Monaſterie. And hearing 
the woctull ſtorie of their miſcrabledeſolation, he was ſoe moued 
to compaſſion, that hauing with much difficultie obrayned leaue of 
the King, he became a Benedittine Monke in the ſame place, and be- 
gat in his old age to beare the yoake of our Lord in the profeſſion 
| ofa monaſticall life. When by his meanes (King Eure helping 
therevnto') that Monaſterie was glorioully — the lands, 
liuings, and Lorſhips anciently belonging vnto it, reſtoted, and con- 
firmed vnto it, by the royall charters of the two Noble „ 
and Edgar, to the great conſolation of thoſe good aged Monks, 

who now gaue 12 vnto allmightie God, that he had giuen them 
the grace and patience, to ſee the deſtruction, and reſtauration of” 
that worthy Monaſterieʒ whereof the venerable man Tarketil was 
{afterwards made Abbot; And herein may be ſeene a rare example 
of the wonderfull providence of allmightie God, who from ſoe 
ſmall beginnings bringeth to paſſe workes of ſuch greatnes and 
excellencie; as from the dwelling of one poore man ſaint Gy- 
THLAKE, in that abiect and horrid place, firſt to lay the foun- 
dation of ſoc mightie an Abbey of worthie monkes'as this was; 
and then to conſerue the ſucceſſion thereof ſoe ſh in thoſe

(moiſture; yf this embrewed in ETyHRevs his bloud, ſhall appeare 
the next morning floriſhing in the greene weeds of ſummer, it ſhall 
be graunted that we haue putt to death a iuſt, arid holy man; and 
you ſhall haue power to burie him with as much honour as you 
pleaſe. Bur yf this wood remaine drie, and withered, as now it is, 
it hall be la w full for vs to ſay, that you haue been blind in your af- 

ſection towards him, and it ſhall be in our power to diſpoſe of his 
bodie as we think beſt, | TRAY 

V. Tus condition being willingly accepted on both fides, to A notable 
the end it might manifeſtly appeare to the world that 8. EINE 
bis death was not a death but a beginning of a better life, that withe 

\red branch in the ſpace of one night began to floriſh, and wax 

rene and allbeit it were planted in the ground, but the 'cuening 

before, yet it was found adorned with the greene liueries of ſpring, 
the next mor ning. Whereuppon their obſtinate minds beginning 
to relent, they ſtroue to preuent one and other with embracing and 
kiſſing the dead bodie, humbly bowing downe their ſtubborne 
necks, and bathing his deaths-wounds with the flouds of their re- 
pentant rears. Therefore his bodie being, lifted on the ſhoulders 
of his enemies, was-caried in triumph to the new borne tree, as to 
the foriſhing trophic of his gloric;accompanied in the way with all- 
moſt innumerable miracles ſent from heauen as teſtimonies of his 
auſe, and goodnes. For the ſick reccaued their health, the blind Manie mi- 
their ght, the deafe their hearing, the dumb their ſpeech, and the ie 
ame the perfect vſe of their limmes. And in a chappell of deuo- 
= built ouer him in the ſame place, manic of the Danish nobilitie 
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| became ennobled with the Chriſtian fayth, and new borne in th 
facred font of baptiſme. But when the Londoners vnderſtood il 
theſe paſſages, they obtayned by the meanes of a ſumme 8 
money, which commaunds all things, to haue his ſacred relique 
tranſported to London, where by the hands of the biſhops EA. 
not h of Lincolue, and Alſhane of London, it was verie honorab| 
interred in the Cathedrall Church of faint PA YT. This Blef- 
| ſed Sainct was martired the ninteenth day of «April, being the 
ſaturday after Eaſterday, in the yeare of our Lord one hundred and 
The diuine t Welue, the ſeau nth yeare of his biſhoprick in Cantarbarie, and 
[ puniahmer fiftie ninth yeare of his age. Bur God, the allmightie defender 
— of his ſeruants, ſhewed ſoe great examples of reuengefull puniſſi- 
| ment againſt the authours of his death; that one of the cap- 
| taines was the blouddic cauſe of his one death, an other cuſt 
is owne throate to auoyde further inconuenience; a prieſt that 
hid the holy Martirs croſſe was croſſed out of this life with the 
ſword ; and one of the fame function that preſumed to weare 
the holy Saincts pantafles, was before all the poeple cruelly tor- 
mented by the deuill. And ſoe horrible a terrour ſeazed on 
all the Daxish princes, that not daring to truſt them ſelues on 
the footing of the lands they would needs aduenter their lines 
at ſea, immagening there to fo e the holy Martirs anger, whom! 
the earth could not keepe in ſafetie from it. But they found 
the ſea a farre more implacable element to ſuffer ſuch \impieties, 
for they were noe fooner launched into the deepes, but the blu- 
ſtering winds ray ſed ſuch tumults in thoſe floting Kingdomes, that 
of an hundred and threeſcore fayle,all ſuffered ſhipwrack excepting 
threeſcore and five ſhips, which being driuen to ſtrainge countreys, 
all the men were miſerably ſlaine 5 the inhabitans, who tooke 
them for ſpies ſent to inuade their dominions. But the wicked ring- 
leader of miſchief Turbill, ſtayed a while in England to play the Pira- 
te, likely at length to become a prey to the damned ſpirirts. 
Turkilf XV. For nor long after, Canwtas King of the Danes came 
puniahes, with a great nauielinto England, where falling out with Tarbil for 
ſome wicked and perfidious actions of his, he deſtroyed the whole 
remnant of his impious adherents, and followers', and com 
the Captaine him ſelf to flic with fix ſayle into Denmarts : whey 
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EN ſuſpected by the princes to become an authour of ſome ciuill 
diſſentions, and broiles , he was perſecuted all ouer the countrey, 
till at length, being murdered by the baſt common poeple, dis ſoule 
was ſent to the rewards of her impietie, and his bodie throw ne into 
the open fields to be buried in the gutts of tauens and wild beaſts. 
But er this, ¶ auntuſ pereeiuing his poeple to be continually ſlaine 
by che Englich ar mie, and finding that the neighbourhood of neceſ- 
fitic cõpelled him to think of yeelding,he confaltedwith ſome of the 
wiſclt Expli hmen, that had fled to him for refuge, to knowe what 
might be the cauſe of choſe manie miſchances that had befallen him 
they all with one voyce fayd thar it was according to the prophetic 
of the holy Martir S. Ereazcvs, who in his afflict ons by the Danes 
his predeceſſours, foretould that they ſhould take noe ſure roote 
in the kingdom of England,but ſhould perifh by a worſe death then 
Sbm. Now therefore (ſãyd they) yf thou deſire to paciſie that holy 
Saint during the time of thy raigne, promiſe him, that thy affayres 
[ſucceeding well, thod wilt Aut his Bred reliques to be honorably 
tranſported to his owne archiepiſcopall ſeate of Cantwrbwry,and bu- — 
ried there amõgſt his predecelfgurs. Which promiſe faythfully made to traute

faythfully performed. For tenne yeares after the holy martirs death, 
Canxtus 4 for Egelnoth Archbiſhop of Cantarbury, who coming to 
London wet direQty to the Catkedrall Church of S. Pavl where the 
king preſently gaue him the meeting, and declared that the cauſe 
why he ſent for him was, to make vſe of his authoritie and counſell, 
in the tranſlation of S.ELenecGvs his bodic to C antarbary. 
XVI. Taz Archbiſhop much amazed at the breath of this pro- 
poſition, anſweared; that rely his maieſtic had not taken mature 
deliberation, and conſidered ſufficĩently the reaſons and grounds of 
zduenturing on ſoe great an enter iſe. And m6reoner, that 
for his part he feared leſt he ould be torne in peeces by the 
mers , who would rather looſe their liues, then be wn 
ued of foe great a treaſure, and Patrone. And you ſee (ſayd 
(he further) that we haue here only our ſelues and two Monks,

o Gods ſeruice: True it is that he was much perplext with dithculties 
to attayne the end he aymed at.

Whereat| S. AnsEL- 
ue greatly reioyced, becauſe by this meanes he cleered him felt fro 
all ſtaine of honour ;which for this fact malice might haue layd to 
his charge. And withont anie delay he diſtributed that whole ſum- 
me of money to rhe poore. Afterwards, he began to call yppan the 
King to haue a Councell aſſembled for the reformla of the Clergie 
and eſtabliſhing of Eceleſiaſticall diſcipline in the Church. But hi 
od intẽtions receined a ſtiat pe bal fromthe king, ho ſought 
y all meanes to.breake all the liberties of the Church, in perſecu- 
ng the Clergie, inuading the Becleſiaſticall goods, and other ſuch 
outrages, that the holy man could nether hinder his vniuſt pr ocee- 
dings, noe execute his function in peace.

ginning. And mention being made in this CounceH of king Wala 
and of his outrages committed againſt AnsELME ,and the Church, 


his crimes appeared ſoe heynous, that all proclaymed him wortlie 
to be cutt off from the Church, by the ſentence of excommunicg- 
The von- tion, had not ANSELME interpoſed him ſelf, and falling on his knees 
ecrien d eraued a time of reſpite, which with difficultic he obtained. and the 
mecknes of his meekenes; and humblenes of mind gayned him a wonderfull 
5.Aniclme. great fauour amongſt them all. The Pope being returned to Rome 
is mett by an embaſſadout from king William, to defend the Ki 
cauſe againſt Axsxlur, who but newly came from play ing the part 
of an aduocate in his behalf. And by the importunitie of this em- 
baſſadour the cauſe was committed to be heard in a Councell held 
at Rome; where S, AxsETM I him ſelf was preſent, and a certaine ſeate 
was allotted to him, and his ſucceſſors of Camurbury, if anic ſhould 
aftefwitds chaunce to be preſent in a Roman Councell. And here 
the Pope by the conſent of all the Prelates , thundered an excom- 
munication agairſt all lay perſons ( for manie princes at that time 
were ouer huſie in thoſe affayres) that intruded them ſelues in chal- 
lenging the inveſtitures of biſhopricks,and againſt all Ecclefiaſticks 
that receaued them at their hands. This done, AnNSELME re- 
The death turned to Lions in France, quite hopeleſſe of coming into England, 
o william during the raigne of King W liam. Where as he was exerciſed in his

this Aus RLE abſolutly refuſed to doe, as being comrarie to the 
late decree of the man Councell.

For at he age of ſeauen yeares, by 
the care of his friends and Kinred he wasdeliuered to the vertuous 
ſchoola of S.Bexnzr Bichop in the Bewediffive Monaſterie of Vo -· 
mouth, which the fame Abbot had built. Being planted there- 
fore inthe houſe of God from his very infancie, and watred with 
the fountaĩne of diuinegrace,like vnto a fayre palme tree he grew | 
to ce gde of perſection, and ſent forth dayly fruits and flowers 
of iuſtice, and learning, announeing the truth and mercie of all. 
mightie God with word, vorke, and example. For being amongſt 
holy men, and by holy men nurſed and tray ned vp in the ſchoole

| ger, which was cauſe of great ioy vnto her friends and Siſters. But | 
| all this was but as a glimpſe of lightuing before death, for the third 
1 day, ( when all wounds and inciſions are maſt panifull) ſhe her ſelf, 
, perceauing that the happie minute of her wiſhed departure was at 
hand, cauſed the whole Conuent of Nunnes to be gathered togea- 
ther about her;vnto whom,(hauing firſt ſignified that her hower 
of death was come) ſhe imparted (as well as the violence of her 
(payne would ſuffer her)the dying words of her laſt fare well, ſoe full 
of the ſweetnes of diuine documents and deuotion, that ſhe won- 
derfully moued the minds and hearts of them all to the loue of hea- 
uen and heauenly things. Then, hauing ſtrengthened her journey 
with the Viaticam of our Lords holy bodie, ſhe rendred vp her pure 
ſoule into the pure hands of her Creatour, and ending this mortall 
lite, entered into that which neuer ends, leauing the whole Conuent 
of her deuout Siſters ſoe ouercharged with ſorrow, that not being 
able to containe fo hard a burden within doores, their cõpaſſionate 
cies let forth liuely ſignes thereof, to eaſe the heauines of their pious

prayers calling on the helpe ofallmightie God, and the interceſſion 3 
of bis glorious Virgin S. ExMEID RED. Allſo out of the place where 
the was firſt buried, ſprung forth a fountaine of cleere water, which 
Was proued to be moſt ſoueraigne for manie diſcaſes euen vntill the 
time of our Authour, who had ſeene the experiẽce thereof himſelf. 
Diuers other miracles are faithfully related by this Authour, Tho- 7 
E of Eh, to haue been wrought in the ſame Monaſtery, by the my 6 
ritts of this glorious Virgin. There the blind recouered their ſight, 
the dambe their ſpeeeh, the lame the vſe of their legges, the deaſe

the Abbor, and the whole Conuent of Monkes , that came in pro- 
ceſſion to meete him In fine, by commaund of the Queene, he was 
honourably conueyed out of all his troubles,to the beloued hauen 

of his deſires, the Monaſterie of Eh, carying with him, as the trophies 
of his victorie ouer the world, the chaines and fetters, which had 
bound him in priſon, and out of which he was ſoe miraculouſly ra- 


mage to viſitt manie Churches throughout the cittie to giue than-| 
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his former * to perfection, and putt on the habitt and proteſ- 
fion of a Benedictine moke. And his fetters were hung vp in the ſame 
Sn before the high aultar, for a perpetuall ſpe ctacle and monu- 
ment of the miracle. This happened in the time of Heraeus firſt biſ-

Bur returning into En- 
racic, gland, he receaued the habitt of a Monke in the Bewedifine mona- 
| ſterie of Darham,whereentring into the Church , and making reue- 
rence to the Cruciſix, the ſacred Image of Chriſt. hanging on the 
Croſſę, ſeemed with an humble bowing of the head, to reſalute him 
| againe. In this monaſterĩe he led a verie regular and ſtrict life, pro- | 
fitting dayly more and more in humilitie , obedience, and all other 
vertues belonging to a Monaſticall life. Till at length aſpiring to a 
[more ſolitarie manner of liuing ſegregated from all humane com-

But eſteeming the gayne of the Kingdom of heauen before all worl-} 
dly greatnes K deſpiſed the royall wealth,dignities,and honours of | 
his birth, & embraced firſt a Monaſticall life in England , afterwards: 
he became a diſciple to ſaint Eenxxr in Ireland, in a more rigid & 
ſtrict obſeruance of the Benedifline rule and profeſſion ; and laſtly

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being made Deacon, he was ioyned to eleauen other Prieſts and Be- 
nedifiine Monkes to make vp the number of twelue Apoſtolicall 
men which (as we haue ſayd ) ſaint EonRRr ſenttoannounce the 
Chriſtian fayth to the barbarous Pagans of Germanic. AbalzEAT 
therefore for the loue of Cuxisr and the aduancement of his holy 
Ghoſpell, went couragiouſly with the reſt, and at Egmond in Holland 
he employed his beſt labours for the cõuerſion of ſoules to Cualsx

in their lives endowed it with manic rich guifts and on 
Manie other miracles were wrought at the ſame place by the me- 
rits of this glorious Sainct, which are contayned in the hiſtory of his 
life written by the Monkes of Medeloc , and recited by Swrivs in his 
third tome, out of which we haue gathered thus much of him. The
